In which it was dragged and his ch a r­ 
acter shown in Its true light 
The evidence brought out under the 
exam ination of witnesses by D istrict 
Attorney Coatsworth has shown Bu r 
dick to have been a loving father, a l­ 
w ays w illing to sa* rifice his own hap 
piness and pride for the sake of ins 
children; that he was the victim of 
false friendship, broken pledges and 
In face of it all a forgiving, indulgent 
husband. 
Little Hope of Success. 
The effort' of the authorities to fix 
the crim e upon someone w ill not end 
w ith the inquest. 
At the same tim e 
there is now little hope of success in 
this undertaking, and th " m urder prob­ 
ably w ill go down in crim in al history 
us one of the great unsolved m ysteries 
Judge M urphy stated after court ad 
jonrned that his judgment in the case 
w ill not he handed down until Monday 
or perhaps later in the week.
